AEC Sets Price 
For Taking 'Ashes' 
From Atomic Fuel 
WASHINGTaN (INS)-A major 
s t u m b l i n g block to peacetime 
atomic power was hurdled Thurs­ 
day when the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission announced the government 
can now' establish firm prices for 
remo v ing “ashes” from nuclear 
fuel. 
The price will amount to some­ 
thing more than $1,0(X) a pound. 
Since, however, one 
pou n d 
of ; 
nuclear fuel is the power-produc-1 
ing equivalent of .366,000 gallons 
of oil, the charge will be a small 
part of the total cost of generating 
electricity from the atom. 
The program involves construc­ 
tion by the government of a chem­ 
ical plant costing $20,57 0,000, and j 
capable of processing 14 pounds of 
nuclear fuel a day to remove | 
impurities (ashes). Such impuri­ 
ties slow down the chain reaction 
in partly-consumed nuclear fuel, 
after operations that may extend 
over months or even years. 
The cost of operating the plant 
was calculated at $15,300 a day. 
Thus, the expense to the govern­ 
ment of processing the fuel will 
be just under $1,1()0 a pmind.

On this basis, the commission 
announced that it is prepared to 
enter into “firm contracts” with 
private builders of nuclear power 
plants 
to 
establish 
processing: 
charges in each case. The final fees 
will 
include 
s om e 
addititmal 
charges, presumably small, for 
handling, casting and for losses 
of fuel in the processing.

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Gustafson's Advice 


Form er Nebraska Chancellor R. G. Gu stafson, 


now president of Resou rces for the Fu tu re, has 


su ggested that the stu dy of biology in high 


school be shifted from the tenth to twelfth 
grade while earlier years be su pplied by stu dies 
in physics and chemistry. 
Su ch a re-ordering, 
he believes, will better equ ip the stu dent in his 
preparation for life. He had specifically in mind 
a better armed attack on the disease of cancer. 


On the su rface his comment has the earm arks 
of a su ggestion made by an edu cator to other 
edu cators, a m atter of rearranging stu dies for 
better resu lts. Bu t actu ally it goes deeper than 
that. 
In the first place it presu mes that high 
school stu dents are all receiving instru ction in 
physics, chemistry and biology. 
Many are not 
being tau ght any of the three su bjects. One can 
ask, where do we go from there? 


The former chancellor is on sou nd grou nd 
when he su ggests rearrangem ent of stu dies in 


term s of backgrou nd learning and the matu rity 
of mind. 
The individu al’s volu me of residu al 
learning no dou bt cou ld be increased by timely 
teaching. 
Bu t the deeper part of the problems is that to­ 
day’s demand for individu al know-how is vastly 
greater and more varied than 50 or 100 years 
ago, yet there are the same nu mber of hou rs 
of the stu dent’s day and the same nu mber of 
years of childhood and earlier matu rity. 
Addi­ 
tional school stru ctu res, a greater teaching force 
and improved equ ipment may soften the prob­ 
lem, bu t it remains a fact that the better edu ca­ 
tion we are all thinking abou t mu st perforce re­ 
qu ire a great deal more work and a great deal 
more learning abou t a great deal more things on 
the part of the stu dent himself. 
It may take 
some of the joy ou t of school. It may lead to a 
sober-sided oncoming generation, bu t tru e edu ­ 
cation from now on is going to be ju st plain hard 
work and lots of it.

Resourcefulness Needed 


There is mou nting evidence of congressional 
disfavor for base broadening and heavier financ­ 
ing of the Benson soil bank program and an 
increasing nu mber of observers are beginning 
to predict little if any farm legislation du ring 
the cu rrent session. 


That is not lifting news to the working farm ­ 
ers for their problems continu e. Divided con­ 
gressional (pinion and small remedial action 
means a delayed cu re. 


Unqu estionably large su ms and broad par­ 
ticipation are essential if the soil bank program 
is to achieve its du al goal of controlling produ c­ 
tion while affording anything like a secu re agri­ 
cu ltu ral operation base. It is always expensive 
to hire inactivity. 


Bu t the realistic cost of a soil bank program 
shou ld have been calcu lated realistically at the 
ou tset. 
If even at this later date the program 
reveals impracticalities it had best be shelved 
in favor of something newer and more con­ 
stru ctive. 


It cannot be gainsaid that the program at­ 
tempts to treat too mu ch with the immediate 
produ ction problem and hardly at all with the 
u nderlying imbalances that are afflicting agri­ 
cu ltu re. 
When its money is spent, it is gone. 
When the time it has u sed u p is over that, too. is 
gone. 
.\nd there is little if anything emerging 
from all of that which will lead the way to a 
new level of agricu ltu ral life. A nation is prone 
to spend if there is su fficient promise in any 
cou rse of treatm ent that it will penetrate deeply 
enou gh to eliminate cau ses. 
It can be said of the earlier farm program 
projected in the depression-ridden ’30’s that it 
embodied resou rcefu l departu res that lifted ag­

Then they can point to a shining example 
of ru gged individu alism so dear to the heart of 
Herbert Hoover and scarcely less dear, it wou ld 
appear, to Ike, He can look 
beyond the seas and come 
to the conclu sion that the 
American 
people 
shou ld 
spend billions, not millions, 
for foreign relief to help nations and peoples u n­ 
able to help themselves. Bu t all the compassion 
President Eisenhower seems to have for the 
drou ght-stricken farm er 
and 
drou ght-stricken 
states is the advice that they in the states shou ld 
shift for themselves. Sen. Karl Vogel of Omaha, 
chairm an of the legislative appropriation com­ 
m ittee, said it and said it all in very few words 
when he was qu oted in the news colu mns as ex­ 
pressing the opinion that it wou ld be difficu lt for 
the state to raise the sizeable su m which wou ld 
be needed. 
“ It looks like they are asking fel- 
lows down and ou t to get u p and take care of 
themselves,” Sen. Vogel added. Of cou rse, in a 
practical everyday world that is exactly the 
position of the Eisenhower administration. The 
more responsibility 
it 
can shift, particu larly 
financially, the more the people of the states 
either will go withou t or dig into their own 
pockets. Unfortu nately this job of relief—flood, 
drou ght and other developments affecting thou ­ 
sands of people—may be ju st a little bit too big 
at times for the local and state governments.

Again Ignored 
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WASHINGTON — The Democrats 
made a big hu rrah abou t helping 
small bu siness du ring the recent 
election campaign. Now, however, 
they are coming u p with a nice 
fat zero.

ings abou t his appearance. He did 
not attend the gridiron dinner last 
week-end and his calling list has 
been noticeably brief. 


The President received with Mrs. 
Eisenhower Tu esday night at the 
big congressional 
reception, the 
closing social event of the White 


Hou se season. Bu t the women re­ 
porters 
who 
seldom 
see 
him 
thou ght he had changed; they pu t 
it that he seemed tired and finely 
drawn. Several experienced almost 
a sense of relief when he left 
the receiving line.

Optimism Over 


Mid-East Rising 


WASHINGTON - With the adop­ 
tion of the Eisenhower resolu tion 
on the Middle East an a c c 0 m- 
plished fact and tiie Israelis on 
their way ou t of the Gaza Strip and 
the Gu lf of Aqaba area, a note 
of cau tiou s optimism — so cau ­ 
tiou s that for practical reasons it 
is being kept sternly u nder cover 
— can be detected in the harrassed 
State Department. 
This has been reflected in the 
lengthy discu ssions leading to final 
agreement between Britain, France 
and 
the 
United 
States 
on 
the 
reply to the Ru ssian note of Feb­ 
ru ary II proposing a fou r-power 
conference on the Middle East, 
From the first it was evident 
the Soviet note was a propaganda 
blast, Bu t the British did not want 
it to seem that the three west­ 
ern powers rejected the proposal 
ou t of hand. They argu ed that 
this wou ld give Moscow a prop­ 
aganda advantage. 
Their concern 
wa.s to answer 
the issne.s raised in the note with 
a desire to negotiate bu t to point 
ou t at the same time Soviet words 
and deeds that had gone directly 
cou nter to Soviet professions of 
a hands-off attitu de in the Mid­ 
dle East. It has finally been agreed, 
however, 
that 
while 
the 
three 
powers will not send Identical notes 
they will all su mmarily reject the 
Moscow proposal.

The demands made on him have 


been so pressing that only yester­ 
day was Secretary of State John 
Foster Du lles able to take time 
to approve a final draft of the 
American reply. It now has been 
sent off to Paris to be circu lated 
among the North Atlantic powers 
before it is cabled to Moscow and 
made pu blic. 
Both l.ondon and Washington have 
been carefu l to circu late earlier 
drafts in the Baghdad part cap­ 
itals. and there has been general 
satisfaction in Iran, Iraq and Tu r­ 
key at the Western position. 
In analyzing the Ru ssian note 
and in framing a 
reply to it, 
diplomats of the three powers were 
agreed that it was a resu lt of the 
Eisenhower resolu tion. While Mos­ 
cow may not be qu ite clear as 
to the significance of the resolu ­ 
tion, it nevertheless seems to the 
Soviets to mean the direct participa­ 
tion of the United States in the 
politics of the Middle East, and 
this is something new—new and 
deeply distu rbing.

Again, it was the beloved disciple 
who first recognized the resu rrect 
ed Jesu s on the Sea of Galilee, 
when He appeared in the morning 
twilight on the dim shore. 
John was a son of Zebedee, an 
apparently well-to-do fisherman of 
Bethsaida. Jesu s nicknamed him 
and Jam es, his brother, Boanerges, 
meaning “ Sons of Thu nder.” 
Su ch a designation shou ld serve 
to dispel the impression that might 
be given of John by early Christian 
art. which often depicts him as oi 
a passive, meek, almost epicene 
natu re. 
In the face of extreme persecu ­ 
tion by a grou p headed by Sau l of 
Tarsu s, John resolu tely stood his 
grou nd. The Scriptu re tells of his 
presence in Jeru salem 15 years 
after Sau l’s (later Pau D first visit 
to that city. 
John’s later history is not re­ 
cou nted in the New Testament. Bu t 
according to tradition, he left Je­ 
ru salem and went to Ephaesu s. It 
is said that du ring the reign 01 
Domitian, he was arrested and tak­ 
en to Rome, and later sent into ex­ 
ile on the Isle of Patmos.

The United States and Finland 
both are “outstanding” in their 
constitutional protection 
of 
civil 
rights, but the systems are “ very 
different,” Dr. Paavo Kastari, pro­ 
fessor of constitutional law at the 
University of Helsinki, said in Lin­ 
coln Thursday. 
The former solicitor general of 
Finland, touring 
America 
under 
State Department sponsorship, vis­ 
ited with state officials here to dis­ 
cuss government procedures. 
Dr. Kastari said the U ni t e d 
States and Finland are* the “only 
two countries in the world which 
provide constitutional protection of 
civil rights,” 
Judicial Review 
He explained their major differ­ 
ence lies in the United States sys­ 
tem of judicial 
review. 
Finland 
there is no recourse to its tri­ 
bunals. 
Dr. Kastari said the Finnish P ar­ 
liament apparently is more power­ 
ful than American legislative bod­ 
ies, for it can pass laws which 
will stand even though they may 
be opposed to the country’s consti­ 
tution. 
But such laws must have a five- 
sixths majority vote of the P arlia­ 
ment, Dr. Kavari said, and there 
is a “very careful” weighing of 
all evidence before such a law is 
passed. 
American legislative bodies also 
pass laws which later may be held 
unconstitutional, 
but the courts, 
through the system of judicial re­ 
view, are the ones to decide the 
constitutionality.

President

Congress again this year to adjust 
postal rates to place the Post Of­ 
fice on a “pay-as-you-go’' fiscal 
basis. 
In his legislative proposal, Sum- 
nierfield said first class mail' and 
fourth class mail, which is parcel 
post, would pay their own way. 
As for the second and t h i r d 
classes, composed mainly of news­ 
papers, magazines, books, catalogs 
and advertifeements, Summerfield 
asked Congress to consider how 
much of a public service is per­ 
formed in sending them through 
the mails at reduced rates. 
He suggested that for services 
performed by law and having pub­ 
lic service aspects, the expenses 
above revenue should be paid by 
the general fund of the Treasury 
and not charged to the postal defi­ 
cit. 
Drop Letters 
Briefly, Summerfield proposed: 
Increase the rate on first class 
mail from 3 cents to 4 cents an 
ounce, on drop letters from 2 cents 
to 3 cents, on post cards from 2 
cents to 3 cents. Drop letters are 
those mailed to postoffices where 
there is no 
local 
delivery 
and 
patrons get their mail in postoffice 
lock boxes. 
Increase the rate on domestic 
airmail from 6 cents to 7 cents an 
ounce and on air post cards from 
4 cents to 5 cents. 
Increpse the rate on second class 
mail publications sent out of the 
county in four annual increments 
of 15 per cent each year. The in­ 
crease would not apply to news­ 
papers with a press run of less 
than 5,000 copies. 
Bulk 
Increase the individual p i e c e 
rate on third class mail (except 
books and catalogs) from 2 cents 
to 3 cents for the first 2 ounces. 
Increase the rate on third class 
matter mailed 
in 
bulk, 
except 
books and catalogs, from 14 cents 
per pound to 16 cents. 
In fourth class mail, the rate on 
books would be changed from 8 
cents on the first pound and 4 
cents on each additional pound to 
10 cents on the first pound and 
5 cents for each additional pound.

By DAVID K. MARTIN 
Associated Press W riter 
The next public sale of used state 
cars will see an experim ent which 
could result in a saving of money 
for N ebraska, according to State 
Purchasing Agent Tom Coffey. 
Coffey explains it like this:

to bid on used state cars there 


j will be, among about 30 cars up 
for sale, four 1955 models which 
are basically sim ilar so far as 
m ileage and general condition are 
concerned.

How Profitable Is Work? 


The object of the experim ent is 
to see how much money ca r num ­ 
ber one brings in the bidding, com ­ 
pared with the other three. On the 
basis of the sale it can then be 
determ ined how profitable it is for 
the state to “ spruce up” its auto­ 
mobiles before putting them up for 
sale. 


Coffey is optim istic about the 
outcome. 
“ We 
use 
R eform atory 
labor to fix up the c a rs,” he ex­ 
plained, “ so it certainly doesn’t 
cost us much. Anything over the 
$7 50-800 we usually get for two- 
year old model cars is alm ost en­ 
tirely money in the bank for the ! 
state,” 


This trial, incidentally, will not 
be the first tim e Coffey has tried 
an experim ent in raising m oney.;

new spapers. Then, to see how* well 
the advertising paid off, the de­ 
partm ent m arked bid lists so that 
it could be determ ined which pros­ 
pective buyers cam e to the sale as 
a result of new spaper advertising 
and which were there because of 
the old system of direct m ail ad­ 
vertising. 
Advertising Paid Off 


The result? “ A dvertising really 
paid off,” Coffey said. 
“ We had 
about 120 at the sale, the largest 
w e've ever had.” The usual turn­

A reply brief was filed with the 
State Su preme Cou rt Thu rsd ay by 
attorney s for the d efend ant city of 
York in a legal q u estion inv olv ing 
the v alid ity of certain state laws.

leased ou t to priv ate concerns and 
operated solely for priv ate profit. 
The test case was brou ght to 
the high cou rt last y ear by At­ 
torney General Clarence S. Beck 
on d irection of the gov ernor.

The attorney general charged 
that the

York, 
acting 
throu gh members of the city cou n­ 
cil. entered into an agreement in 
1955 that u pon completion of cer­ 
tain ind u strial bu ild ings, 
the city 
wou ld pu rchase them throu gh rev ­ 
enu e bond s issu ed u nd er a prov i­ 
sion •— LB 375 — passed by the 
1953 Legislatu re. 
The atto rney general q u estioned 
the constitu tionality of the act, and 
q u estioned whether facto ries o per­ 
ated for priv ate profit are serv ing 
a pu blic pu rpose and whether pu b­ 
lic fu nd s can be appro priated for 
their u se. 
The state alleged the act is in 
v iolation of the constitu tion and 
asked that the city of York be per­ 
manently enjoined from carry ing 
ou t the agreement.

fessor of mathematics at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Nebraska, 
Speaking to the monthly nteet- 
ing of Phi Beta Kappa, national 
scholastic society , Dr, Basoco said

tions of an essentially aesthetic 
natu re enter into his ju d gments, 
he said , 
“Qu estions of simplicity , sy m­ 
metry , o rd er, harmoniou s relation­ 
ships, all play a role in his think­ 
ing.” 
Tu rn Of Centu ry View Formal 
He ex plained that at the tu rn of 
the centu ry there emerged a point 
of v iew which regard s mathema­ 
tics as a pu rely formal sy stem; 
“ an abstractio n which by itself, 
withou t interpretatio n, say s nothing 
abou t the empirical world .” 
Dr. Basoco continu ed : 
“The ax iom sy stems relev ant to 
a particu lar bit of mathematics 
may be looked u pon as inv entions 
of the mathematician. There are 
inv entions v ery mu ch in the sense 
that are may be regard ed as the 
inv ention of the artist: as creations 
rather than d iscov eries. 
“The imagination of the mathe­ 
matician, gu id ed by aesthetic con­ 
sid eratio ns within the frame-work 
of logic, is the sou rce of these 
creatio ns which constitu tes mod ern 
mathematics.”

“ To pro mo te eco no mic pro gress, 
to av ert a lapse into eco no mic stag­ 
natio n." 
J o hnsto n’s repo rt said Co ngress 
sho uld appro priate eno iigh mo ney 
to keep the fund go ing fo r at least 
three 
y ears. 
He 
specified 
no 
amo unt but called fo r eno ugh to 
permit “ a substantial increase in 
capital inv estment and technical 
assi'.ance pro grams." 
The repo rt stressed that eco no m­ 
ic aid to underdev elo ped co untries 


shmild be separated fro m military 
aid. And it said: 
“ In many instances to day , a do l­ 
lar spent fcH* eco no mic dev elo pment 
assistance abro ad will pro duce a 
mo re permanent security fo r o ur 
natio n than a do llar spent o n mili­ 
tary assistance." 
Majo r emphasis wo uld be o n lo ng­ 
term easy pay lo ans rather than o n 
o utright grants. But co untries to o 
po o r to repay such lo ans wo uld get 
help free. 
J o hnsto n to ld a news co nference 
he env isaged the pro po sed fund as 
“ a kind o f RFC". He recalled that 
during America’s depressio n day s 
the Reco nstructio n Finance Co rpo r­ 
atio n “ to o k risks that priv ate banks 
co uldn’t take." 
He said there was no intentio n 
to displace current eco no mic aid 
agencies o r pro grams, but rather 
to supplement them. He said the 
fund wo uld fill a near v acuum in 
the field o f lo ng term eco no mic 
dev elo pment aid — fo r such big 
pro jects as dams, po wer plants and 
o ther basic industries. 
In adv o cating a separate-fro m- 
military status fo r eco no mic aid, 
the J o hnsto n repo rt said: 
“ The present intermingling o f 
military and eco no mic assistance 
—bo th budgetwise and in the public 
mind — has created misunderstand­ 
ing at 
h o m e 
and suspicio ns 
abro ad."
